Abnttolr,

Those who have only seen bogs killed upon
the farm, have little iden how the thing is done
In slaurhter-Houses, 1f they bave been through
the large slaughtering cstablishments at Oin
einnati or Chlongo, they have got a good insight
into the business; bat to «ee the whole In per
fection, with all the modern Improvements, let
& person go o Communipaw, New Jersey, oppo-
site the southern point of the city, and witness
the transformation of live hogs Into pork as if
by magic, st that place, We will not assert,
with eome, that it i& done up so eclentifically
that "the operation ls riather agreeable than
otherwise,” and ench animal, whether hog, or
flock of sheep, “awnits with fmpatience hisiarn
to betaken offy” burdl the extent of squenl
expresses the amount of suffering, it is here
of short duration, fur long before the farmer's
hog hae ntlered those short suttural noted indi-
eating that he was one the point of caving In.
having led his asenilunts in several furicas
charges about the yurd, our hog wounld have
been treated to a warm bath, and seraped down
in theemost approved style by his humanve and
scientitic mauipulators, Not only 18 the killiug
done up in the most expeditions manner, but it
i8 claimed that the greatest economy is used -
that from a pig's snout to the end of i;lw tail, all
fs paved “except the squeal,” and that is only
allowed to escape through lear that “it wounld
require & two cent stump upon it it retained.”

The buillding in whick the killiog is done s
380x100 feet, with three projections or wings,
each 100x60 feet, sod in these wings the bous
are yarded and butohered, and the final opera-
tione ol dressing nre pertormed just ns they
reach the wniu room, Most of the space is
used for hanging up the hogs after killing, the
slides holding 5000 of tuem; nud by the time
they are all full, the first are reaay to be tacked
up, or passed through the chute into the wagoas
below. A sepatate bumlding voutains the thou-
sands of bogs to be drawn (rom a5 wanted,
They are driven in squsds of about 200 up some
pack steps into a pen. From this they are
hoisted up by s hind leg, the sticking beine
dope while suspendei, so®that the blood ehall
run out quickly., Aflter bleedine to death they
are dropped Into & tank ot bot water, regulated
to the right temperature by steam pipes and s
cold water tap.

When sufficiently sculded, they are floated
upon s set of iron togess, or rack, in ooe end of
the tnnk, and s lever or bruke tips thew upon
the ramwed bench, where quick hands and serap-
ing implements soon remove the bristles, From
this they are slipped upon & suspended hook,
the upper end of which i8 connected with a
wheel running upon @& neariy cwrenlar track
overhead, and when everyithing is complete, a
gort of lever, suspended from another track
running nearly the length of the bailding, lifts
the bog from the hook snd transfers him Inio
